Billboards | Removal powers limited, as are billboard features 


Twelve scams of Christmas that can ruin your holiday cheer 

1. Misleading social media ads: As you scroll through 
your social media feed, you often see products advertised. 
Always research before you buy. 

2. Social media gift exchanges: Each holiday season this 
scheme pops back up, and this year is no different. The old- 
er version was called “Secret Sister.” A newer version of this 
scam revolves around exchanging bottles of wine; another 
suggests purchasing $10 gifts online. In all of these versions, 
participants unwittingly share their personal information, 
along with those of their family members and friends, and 
are further tricked into buying and shipping gifts or money 
to unknown individuals. And it’s an illegal pyramid scheme. 

3. Holiday apps: Apple’s App Store and Google Play list 
dozens of holiday-themed apps where children can video 
chat live with Santa, light the menorah, watch Santa feed 
live reindeer, track his sleigh on Christmas Eve, or relay 
their holiday wish lists. Review privacy policies to see what 
information will be collected. Be wary of free apps, as they 
can sometimes contain more advertising than apps that re- 
quire a nominal fee. Free apps can also contain malware. Be 


sure to read reviews as well. 


4. Fake texts that say you’ve been hacked: Victims are 
told there has been suspicious activity on one of their ac- 
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been billboards that fell down and there 
were huge uproars during hearings to 
issue permits to rebuild them.” 

But the state, not the county, is the 
arbiter of how existing billboards can be 
controlled. 

“To a certain extent, we’re limited by 
state law in terms of what we can do,” 
said Planning Director John Ford. 

So the newest version of the ordi- 
nance refers to the rules included in 
state’s Outdoor Advertising Act. 

Billboard owners are allowed to 
maintain their signs without local gov- 
ernment control. That includes all as- 
pects of re-building or re-erecting signs 
to their original condition. 

But there are limits, as outlined in 
the ordinance. 

Rebuilt signs can’t be taller, larger, 
relocated or repositioned. Display ad- 
ditions such as adding illumination or 
“changeable messaging” are also disal- 
lowed. 


governments seeking to get rid of exist- 
ing billboards that topple, however. 

Noting that billboards are a “hot 
topic,” Commissioner Sara West asked 
Ford to clarify the county’s options 
should an existing billboard fall. 

“Tf a billboard falls down, it can be 
replaced unless we want to buy it out,” 
he replied. 

The amount of the buyout is based 
on “just compensation depending on 
what they were expecting to make off 
of that billboard,” said County Planner 
Jacob Dunn. 

Ford explained further, saying 
“there’s value in terms of what the abil- 
ity to rent the billboard is .. it’s not just 
the cost of the billboard.” 

In addition to the compensation, the 
draft ordinance says the county has to 
give notice of its plans “a minimum of 
seven years prior to actual removal of 
the sign.” 

Commissioner Brian Mitchell pro- 
posed hiring an “expert” attorney to an- 


“I feel a strong sense from the com- 
munity, all the way up to individuals 
within the county that I’ve spoken to, 
that we want to make sure we're regu- 
lating as much of this activity as possi- 
ble, even if there is a disagreement on 
where that limit is,” he said. 

When Ford reiterated the deference 
to state law, Mitchell asked about the 
California Coastal Act. 

Ford acknowledged that the state’s 
Coastal Commission “believes that they 
don’t have the same limitations that lo- 
cal government does when it comes to 
billboards” but “they have opportuni- 
ties to act on that and they have not.” 

He added, “So there is talk — and 
there is action.” 

With that, the commission moved 
on to the draft law’s other aspects. They 
include regulating digital signs and set- 
ting permit conditions for various types 
of signs. 

The commission will continue its 
review of the ordinance at its Jan. 18

6. Temporary holiday jobs: These jobs are a great way to 
make extra money, sometimes with the possibility of turn- 
ing into a long-term employment opportunity. However, job 
seekers need to be wary of employment scams aimed at steal- 
ing money and personal information from job applicants. 

7. Look-alike websites: The holiday season brings endless 
emails offering deals, sales, and bargains. Be wary of emails 
with links enclosed. Some may lead to look-alike websites cre- 
ated by scammers to trick people into downloading malware, 
making dead-end purchases, and sharing private information.

8. Fake charities: The last few weeks of the year is a busy time 
for charitable donations. Verify a charity at BBB’s Give.org or on 
the Canada Revenue Agency website. Where possible, donate to 
the charity through their website and use a credit card. 

9. Fake shipping notifications: More consumers are making 
purchases online, and there is also an increase in the number of 
notifications about shipping details from retailers and carriers. 
Scammers are using this new surge to send phishing emails with 
links enclosed that may allow unwanted access to your private 
information or download malware onto your device. They may 
also try to trick people into paying new shipping fees. 

10. Advent calendars: This year, there seem to be more ad- 
vent calendars for sale than ever. Consumers should research 
before they buy, read reviews and look up the company on 
BBB.org before purchasing.

11. Top holiday wishlist items: Low-priced luxury goods, 
jewelry, designer clothing, and electronics are almost always 
cheap counterfeits and knockoffs. The same applies to popular 
toys.

Be very cautious 
when considering purchasing popular toys from resellers on 
Facebook Marketplace and other platforms. 

12. Puppy scams: Many families may be considering adding 
a furry friend to their household this year. However, be on the 
lookout for scams. Many would-be pet owners turn to the in- 
ternet to find their future cat or dog, but experts say a shocking 
80 percent of sponsored pet advertisements may be fake. Be 
sure to see the pet in person before making a purchase.

McKenna with $15,228. 

The team also won the 
award for having the larg- 
est Visiting Angels team. 
The team will be awarded 
$45,000 from the Visiting 
Angels CEO which will in- 
crease the Visiting Angels 
team total to $83,665.63 
and the Humboldt Walk 
to End Alzheimer’s total to 
$181,827. 

Kim Coelho, Alzhei- 
mer’s Association senior 
community engagement 
manager, is amazed by 
what McKenna, O’Neale, 
Lori Cantu and the rest of 
their team members were 
able to accomplish. “It is 
a testament to their deter- 
mination to put an end to 
this disease. In addition to 
fundraising, they also help 
educate the community 
about the disease.” 

The Alzheimer’s Asso- 
ciation announced in early 
November that they in- 
vested a $100 million into 
research initiatives in 
2023. This commitment 
stands as the largest sin- 
gle-year investment since 
the organization’s found- 
ing in 1980.
